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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because tine text in Figure 5 is written in a foreign 
language. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person liaving ordinary skill in tiie art to wliicli said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Henwood (US Patent 5,441,269) in view of Dugan et al. (US Patent 6,045,364). 

Henwood discloses a putter stroke training device in wliicli a removable sensing 
device is attached to a putter head. The device has a pair of sensors at the heel and 
toe of the club for detecting the facing of the club in line with the putting stroke as well 
as any variation in movement perpendicular to the putting stroke. The device further 
includes an operating circuit for reading the output of the sensors and transmitting the 
information to the user of the training device. 

Although Henwood discloses a putting sensor training device similar to the 
present invention, Henwood fails to disclose the use of electromagnetic induction as the 
sensing means. However, Dugan discloses that it is well known in the art to use 
electromagnetic induction in the measurement and sensing of a putting stroke (column 
4, line 49- column 5, line 62). Therefore, it would have been obvious to have modified 
the putting training device of Henwood with electromagnetic inductors for the sensing 
means as taught by Dugan due to the similar nature of their inventions, namely putting 
training devices. The motivation to combine the two being to allow a more accurate 
representation of a putting stroke.
